The DVD The Funhouse classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD contains a film previously examined by both the Chief Censor of Films (7150 
registered 10 August 1981), and the Video Recording Authority (60504 registered 25 
October 1988). Allowing for the different formats in which the films were examined it 
appears that this film is identical to the previous versions examined. 

The DVD also contains a trailer for the film, four trailers for other horror films, and an 
interview with the director of the film. These components include matters of horror, 
violence and cmelty in the same manner as those in the original film. The extra 
components do not require the DVD to be given a different classification to that of the 
films originally examined. The Video Recording Authority classified the film "Indecent in 
the hands of persons under the age of 16 years". Subject to si 61 (2) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993 the equivalent classification of "Objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the 
age of 16 years" applies. 
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
